New Delhi, the 9th June 1949 
No. 26 (18 )- Tex ( 2) 49 .- In exercise of the powe: s conferred by Section 13 
of the Central Silk Board Act (Act No. LXI of 1948 ) the Central Government 
is pleased to mako the following rules , viz . in 

1. Short Title .-- These lules niny be cnllor Tlie Central Silk Board Rulce, 
1919 . 

2. Definitions. In these Rules, unless tliere is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context: 

(a ) " Act means the Central Silk Board Act, 19-18 (Act No. LXI of 
1948 ); 

(b ) " Board " menus the Central Silk Board constituted under tho Act ; 

( c) “ Standing Committec " means the Standing Committee coustiluted by 
the Board (inder Section 6 ( 2 ) of the Act ; 

(d ) “ Chairpian " means the Chairman of the Board ; 

(e) " Vice - Chairman ” means the Vice -Chairman elected under Section 6 (1) 
of th3 Act ; 

(f) “ Secretary " means the officer appointed as such under Section 7 of the 
Act ; 

( 8) " Form " means a forn ) appended to these Rules ; 

(11 ) " Year" means the financial year 1.6 ., to say the period beginning from 
the first of April and ending with the thirty - first of March of the year following. 

3 . Timo Limit for nominations . - ( 1 ) When a yacancy ariscg on the Board 
in any such manner as described under section 5 (2 ) of the Act , 

( a ) if thg vacancy is of a member nominated by the Central or a Provincial 
or State Government , the Secretary shall write to the Government entitled 
to rominate that menber inviting a fresh nomination to be made within & 
period of two months from the date of the posting of such an invitation , 

(b ) if th : VACANCY is of a member elected by the Central Legislature , the 
Secretary shall notify the occurance of the vacicy to the Secretary of the 
Central Legislature with a request that a fresh clection may be made and that 
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the name of the elected member coininunicuted to the Board within & inonth 
of thy date of the election . 

(2 ) Where any Government, other than the Central Governinent, fuils tr> 
make a noinination , which it is entitled to make under Sub -section (3 ) of 
Socţio ı 4 of the Act within two months from the date of the posting of the 
letter inviting such & nomination , the Central Government inuy itself muke 
the nonination in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 5 (1) of the 
Act .

14 . Records of meetings and number of meetings . _ A l ecord shall be main 
tained of all business transacted by the Board or by the Standing Committee . 

15 . Vot less than two weetings of the Board and not less than four 
meetings of the Standing Committer shall be held in each year . 

16 . Notico of meetings and list of business .- . ( 1 ) The Choirun suall decide 
the date , time and place of every meeting of the Board or of the Stunding 
Committee . A notice of not less than 21 days froin the date of posting shall 
ordinarily be given to every meniher for it ineeting of the Board . A notice 
of not less than 10 days from the date of posting shall ordinarily be givon to 
every member for a meeting of the Standing Committee . Such notice shull 
be seat to every inombor by registered post. A list of business proposed to 
be transacted shall accompany the notice. If it is necessary to convene an 
emergency meeting of the Board or of the Standing Cornmittee, at leust one 
week s notice shell be given to each member. 

( 2 ) No business other than that for which it moeting is convened shi !l be 
considered at the inecting except with the permission of the Chairman or of the 
memler presiding over the meeting 

17 . Provision for president of meetings. — The Chairman or, in liis absence, 
the Vice -Chairma ) shall preside over the meeting of the Bourd or the Standing 
Committee. In the absence of both , the mornbers present suollelect one 
Annongst theinselves to presido . 

18 . Quorum for meetings. - - (1 ) Ten members shall form a quorunn for 
meetings of the Board and three nierribers shall form a quorum for meetings of 
the Standing Committee . 

( 2 ) If at any mueting there is not & sufficient number of members present to 
forin & quorurn , the Chairman or in his abgence , the Vice -Chairman may Adjourn 
the meetin .; to a date not later than 7 days from the date of the adjourned 
Incoting and it shall thereupon be lawful to disposo of the business ut such an 
adjourned meeting irrespective of the number of persons attending . 

10 . Disposal of businoge . ( 1) Every question , which may come before the 
Board or its Stunding Committee at any meetings , shall be decided by a inajority 
of votes of the members present and voting on that question . No inember shall 
vote by proxy . 

(2 ) In the case of an equal division of yotes , the Chairman or the member 
presiding shall have a second or casting vote . 

20). Proceedings of the meetings. — (1) The minutes of a menting of the Board 
or of the Standing Committee shall be kept in separate books (hereinafter 
referred to as Minute Books), and shall be signed by the Chairman or the Vice 
Chairman on the inember who presided at the meeting Copies of such minutes 
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showing , inter -alia , the names of the members présent at the meeting shall be 
forwarded to ench momber of the Board or the Standing Committee as the case 
may be and to the Central Government, as soon as possible after the neeting . 


(2) The minutos of each mceting sliall be placed bofore the next rjecting for 
confirmation . 


21 . Powers and duties of the Vice - Chairman and the Standing Comm ttee . -- 
( 1) The powers and duties of the Vice - Chairman shall be : 
(i) to preside over meetings of the Board or of the Standing Committee 

in the absence of Chairman ; 
( ii ) to enter into contracts on bolalf of the...Board in accordance with the 

Act or thic Rules made thereundor , or the general or special instruc 

tions of the Board or the Standing Committee , or the Chairman ; 
( ii ) lo exercise such other powers and to perform such other duties as the 

Chairmsın may dcem fit to delegate to him . 
(2 ) The powers and vluties of the Standing Committee shall be :- - 
to exercise such powers and to perform such duties as the Board mny 

Jelcgate to the Comittee , provided that such powers and rutier 
shall be subject to such instructions , directions, or limitations, if 
any , as may be defined liv j esolution of the Board and provided 
also that all acts of the Standing Committee shall be subject to 
the control of the Board which mily cancel, suspend , or modify , 
as it thinks fit , any such act ,

22 . Powers and duties of the Secretary . — The Secretary will be tho I rincipal 
Executive Officer of the Board and will work under the general control of the 
Chairman and of the Board . TTis poucis and duties shall be :-----

Committee . 
( 2 ) To co -ordinate and superviso the work of the other Officers und the 

establishment of the Board . 
(8 ) To couvene under the directions of the Chairman nectings of the 

Bourd and of the Standing Committcc .

(5 ) To furnish to the ( entral Government, all reports and returns and 

other necessary chocials required by tlic Act or the Rules. .

( 9 ) To undertake suclı otlicr duties and to exerciso such other powers 

is inily from time to time be entrusted or delegated to him by 

the Board or tle ( lmurman , 
23 . Other officers of the Board .- - The Bourd may have such other staff as 
it may consider 11ccessory and the duties of the staff should be as prescribed 
by the Board . 
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24 . Salaries , allowances and conditions of seryice of officers and establish 
ments of the Board . — ( 1 ) Sure is provided in scction 7 of the Act , all appoint 
ments to posts of officers and establishments under the Board sluall be inade 
by the Board : 


l rovided thut 
(i) no post of which the Irúvimuin salary is Rs. 500 per mensen or 

more shall be created or filled without the previous sanction of 

the Central Governinent , 
(ii ) the scules of pay and dearess allowance , travelling allowance and 

any other allowances applicablo to the officers and establishments 
ile the service of the Board shall be the same as those prescribed 
by the Central Government for similar personnel save in the case 
of officers and specialists appointed on contract . The Board may 
require at its discretion security in such · instances and for such 

amount as it thinks tit, 
Officers or spocialists appointed on contract shall be entitled to leave 

and leave salary under the terms which may from time to time 
bo mide applicable to the Central Government servants on contract 
on similar salaries. Such officers shall be entitled to travelling 
ullowance , deurness allowance or any other allowances as may 
be from time to time be provided for officers drawing similar 
salaries under the Central Government. 


( 2 ) The Fundamental Rules and the Supplementary Rules of the Govern 
ment of India shall apply to tlie grant of leave to officers and establishment in 
the service of the Board . Subject to the condition that the grant of lenye 
does not cause extru expense to the Board , Rule 9 thercof shall apply to suoh 
meinbcre of the Board s stuff as remair in its service for a period exceeding 
one year and Rule 10 to such members of the Board s staff as remain in its 
service for a period not exceeding one year. 


Note . - The powers vested under these Rules in the Governor -General shall 
be exercised by the Chairman and those of the Head of Department by the 
Secretary 

(8 ) The Board may grant Study Leave to its employees in order to enable 
them to undertake study or research , Or to obtain specialised training in , 
scieutilic , technical or economic subjects connected with the silk industry on 
terins and conditions framed for this purpose . Such lenye shall not be clebited 
against the employee s leave account. Any employee of the Board , who is 
also a Government servant, shall be governed by the Study Lcave Rules that 
would he applicable to him as a ( lovernment sorvant. 

(4 ) ( i) Service under the Board shall not qualify for any pension or gratuity 
froin the funds of the Board . But the Board shall establish and maintain a 
Contributorv Provident Fund for the beuefits of its employees and require them 
to subscribe to the Fund . Provided that any employee , of the Board wbo is 
also a (torernuient servant shall continue to be governed by the conditions 
of service in regard to pensions etc . which apply to him as i Government 
Sel yun . 

( ii ) The Provident Fund shall be administered by the Secretary . 

(5 ) The Secretary muy grant any leave in accordance witli ( 2 ) above to any 
member of the staff whose pay does not exceed Rs. 500 . Leave for others shall 
require the sanction of the Chairmir 
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25 . ( 1 ) The Lion nuv posolition delgale li: the Vice- Chairının or any 
Olicer of the Board, such of its powers under buc 21 :18 it dooms ſit . 

(2 ) The authority empoitered by the Board to appoint an officer or a member 
of its einbisunent shall be rompelant to dinis , Simpend , promote or degrade 
such officer or momber of the establishment. The procedure to le ndopted in all 
Cages of disciplinary action shall be governed by rules which obtain in Central 
Government offices with such modifientions as may be necessary. 

( 3) The powers delegated under the Rules shall be exercised suihject to the 
Control of the Board . 

26 . The working year of the Board - -- The Bourd a working year shall be the 
financial year , that is to say the period beginning from the 1st of April and 
onding with the thirty - first of March of the year following . 

27 . Fees and allowances of members . — Dinle 27 . - ( 1 ) A non -official Member of 
the board or of the Standing Coinmitiee or of any other Committee of the 
Board , as the case MAY BA, residing at the place where it ineeting is held shall bo 
allowed the actual expenditure incurred on conveyance subject to a maximum 
of Rs. 10 for each day on which he attends one or more inectinga . 

(2 ) A non -official Member not resident at the place where a meeting is held , 
shall be nllowed Travelling and Daily Allowances in respect of the meetings which 
he attends under the same rules as obtained for Central Government Officers of 
First Grade , provided 

(i) that the Daily Allowance shall be at the rate of Rs. 15 per day ; and 
(ii) x Member will be entitled to draw Travelling Allowince for air journey 

at tha l Ale applicable for such journies if he has actually travelled 

by air . 
Vole. No Travelling or Daily Allowance shall be allowed to i . Member unleasho 
kcertified that he has not drawn Trivelling or Daily Allowance from any other mource in 
respect of the journey and the halt for which the claim is made 

28 . Maintenance of accounts . The Secretary shall maintain or cause to be 
maintained accounts of receipts and expenditure under section 12 ( 1 ) of the Act, 
The accounts shall bo maintained in forins 1 to 11 , as may be necessary , and a 
* ppended to these Rules . 

29 . The receipts shall include all suma received by the Board during the 
year to which the accounts relato and shall be sbown under the following 
heads : 
( A ) Surs received by the Bourd by way of grant from the Central Govern . 

ment under section 9 ( 1 ) of the Act , or otherwise . 
(b ) sums received by the Bonrd by way of cess under Section 10 «of the 

Act . : 
(c ) interest accrued on investments . 

(d) miscellaneous . 
The opening balance glial] be shown at the head of the account on the receipts 
side . 

31 . The expenditure shall be shown under the following heads or any other 
Seals that may be decided upon by the Board from me to time : - - 

( 1) Officer s salaries and establishment charges . 
(b ) Travelling and other allowances . 
(c ) Stationary and printing charges. 
(d ) l ostage and telegram charges . 
(e ) Grants -in -aid , made for purposes of development of the industry . 
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(f ) measures taken for promoting scientific and technological research , 

propuganda , etc . 
(s ) miscellaneous . 
The closing balance of the year shuul be shown at the foot of the expenditure 
side . 

31. Maintenance of and operation upon Bank accounts and jayegtment of 
the funds of the Board . - - ( 1 ) All moneys accruing or puyable to the funds of the 
Board , cither by way of grants from the Central Government under sertion 0 ( 1 ) 
of the Act, or by wuy of vess under Section 10 of the Act , or incoruing from any 
other source o : sources , shall be received by the Secretary or such other officer 
as thry Board or the Chairmi may authorise in this behalf. Tlie anuount or 
amounts so received shall AS soon as practicable be duly uchwledged by a 
receipt i: l oriil 5 under Section 12 ( 1 ) of the Act appended to these rules and 
deposited in the Imperial Bank of Indin or such scheduled bank , as may be 
Approved for this purpose buy tho Control Government under Section 0 ( 2 ) of the 
Act, to the account of the Board). All receipts should be credited to the count 
of the Bourd in the Bank and shall not be utilised to meel expenditure on it!ly 
other purpose . 

( 2 ) 111 1 ( < cipit ivoks in Forn 5 shall be murnbered serinlly by machine and 
the usl forms shall be kept in the custody of the Sceretary or such other 
offict:1 of the Dourd is my be authorised by the Board or by the Chairman in 
this behull. 

( 3 ) All payments by or on behalf of the Board shall be made by cheques 
except for amounts not excoeding Rs. 100 , which may be made in insh from the 
amount of mpI1 Silnetioned for the purposes . 

(4 ) Such choques and lower s for inaling deposits or invesunouts or for 
the withdruwal of the gaine or for the disposal in any other manner of the funds 
of the Board shall be signed by the Secretary or by any otlior Officer authorised 
by the Chairman in thig behalf. 

(6 ) No puynient shall be made out of the accounts of the Board unless the 
expenditure is covered by a budget, grunt , provided , however , that the Chairm : ın 
muy in his discretion Authorise cxpenditure being inourred in anticipation of a 
budget giant. 

(6 ) There shall be drawn from the Bank and placed at the disposal of the 
Secretary , A permanent advance of Rs. 1 ,000 to be recouped as required , and 
in my ( 140 at the end of each month , to ncet the petty expenditure of the 
office of the Board . 

(7 ) The Secretary shall have powers to sanction expenditure of in miscellane 
ous or contingent nature ur to an amount not exceeding Rs , 500 in each case . 
The Assistant Secretary , if one is appointed , shall liave power to sanction 
expenditure upto an amount not excecding Rs. 50 in ench case . 

( 8 ) All monetary transactions shall be entered in the cash book ng soon 28 
thryOur. The ensh book shall be closed daily and completely checked by the 
Secretary , or, in his absence , by an officer authorised by him in this behalf . 
At the end of each inonth the Secretary shall verify the cash book and the cash 
in hund and record a signed and duted certificate to tliat effect . 

(9 ) All payments by the Bourd shall be made on bills or uthor documents 
duly prepared and pussed by the Secretary or other officer authorised in th :8 . 
behalf. The paid vouchers shall be staniped " puicl " or 80 cancelled that they can 
not lie used a second time. They should then be kept serinlly numbered and 
produced at the time of audit. 
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82 . ( 1 ) Any funds not required for current expenditure may be placed , under 
Section 0 ( 2 ) of the Act, in fixed deposit with the Imperial Bank of India or any 
scheduled bank approve in this belialf by the Central Government , or invested 
in the name of tho Board in any security in which trust properly muy lawfully 
be invested under the Indian Trust Act, 1882 ( Act Il of 1882 ). 

( 2) The placing of money in fixed deposit and the investment thereof and the 
disposal of money so placed or invested shall require the sanction of the ( hair 
man . 

93 . Audit of Accounts . - ( 1) The : ccounts shall be made up for each finan 
cial year i.C . , the your ended 81st March . These accounts shall be audited by 
such auditors as the Central Government may appoint under Section 12 ( 2 ) 
of tho Act . The audited statement of receipts and expenditure together with 
the auditors rcport thereon shall be submitted to the Central Government not 
Inter than the 31st July . 

( 2 ) An abstract statement of receipts and exponditure shall be published 
in the Gazette of India . 

(9 ) The annual accounts shall be set out and produced by the Secrctory 
before the auditors for scrutiny on or before the 31st of May each ycar follow 
ing the close of the financial year to which they rolate . 

( 4 ) The auditors shall live the power to disallow any item of expenditure 
ulrich in their opinion has not been properly is curred for purposes of the lot , 
Provided that the Central Government may , under Section 12 ( 8 ) of the Act , 
anort on the application of the Board illow any item of expenditure disallowed 
by the auditors. 

(5 ) The cost of oudit will be charge on the funds of the Bourl. 

:34 . Procedure of execution of Contracts. — ( 1) Ilic Board may entor into 
alll perform all such contracts is it may consider necessary or expediont for 
currying into effect the provisions of the Act , and in particular the provisions 
of section 4 ( 2) of the Act. 

( 2 ) Every contract made wder or for any purpose of the Act shall be mado 
on behalf of tlie Board (a ) by the Vice - Chairinarı or (b ) subject to such condi 
tions as it may specily by two members of the Standing Committee who may 
he authorised for this purpose by the Chairman : 

Provided thint the prior sanction of the Standing Committee shall be obtained 
in l ispect of why contract involving un expenditure exceeding ten thousand 
rupees . 

( 33 ) The Common Seal of the Board shall be affixed to every contract . 

35 . Oommon and Official Seals and affixing of the same to contracts . . ( 1 ) . 
The Common Seal of the Board , as provided for in Section 4 (2 ) of the Act , 

allemain in the custody of Secretary . The scal shall not be affixed to 
010v instrument cxccpt in the prestilce of the Vice -Cbuirman or two members 
of the Standing Committee authorised in this behalf by the Chairman , and 
the Vice -Chairman or the said two members shall sign the contract in token 
of the fact that the same was senler in his or their presence . 

( 2 ) In case the Board his branch offices , the Board shall have for 19e at 
cach of such branch offices as it may specify , an official scal which shall be 
a facsimile of the Common Seal of the Board with the addition of the name 
of the office where it is to be used .

36 . Preparation and submission of annual Budget estimates .- (1) The

37 . Supplementary estimate . — The Standing Committee may cuube a sup 
plementary estimate to be prepared and submitted to the Board , if in respect 
of any financial year further expenditure is likely to be incurred . Every such 
Enipplementary estimate shall be considered and sanctioned by the Board 
and submitted to the Central Government in the same manner as if it were 
in original anual estimale , not later than the fifteenth of February of the 
financial year to which it relatos . The provision of rule 96 shall, so far as 
ît inay , apply to such supplementary estimate . 

39 . Reapproprſation . — ( 1 ) If the Standing Committee finds in the course of 
the year that there jg likely to be an excess of expenditure over the sanctioped 
budget estimate under any lead , it shall examine the allotment under each 
head of the budget estimato with the objoct of discovering probable savings 
under any other head and effecting a renppropriation . Where such reappro 
priation is feasible it may sanction the reappropriation subject to such condi. 
tions as may be laid down by the Central Government from time to time. 

(2 ) Funds shall not be reproprinted to most expenditure on A new service 
not contemplated in the budget ( stimates oxcopt with the prior approval of 
the Central Government . 

19 . A ennction to expenditure will not become operative until there has 
been an appropriation of funds under those Rules to cover it . 

40 . The Secretary shall submit on due dates prescribed by the Central 
Government the usual ostimates in respect of the Government servants work 
ing in the Board , whose pry in the first instance will be debited to the general 
revenue for inclusion in the " demand for grants of the Central Government" ,

In exercise of tbu powors conferred by Rulo 25 ( 8 ) of the Central Silk 
Bourd Rulos 1949, the following Rules have been made by the Central Silk 
Board with the approval_ of the Central Governmont , namely : 

1. (i) Thuse Rules may be called the Central Silk Board Study Loavo Rules. 

(ii ) Theso Rules shull be deemed to have come into force with affeot from 
the 1st April , 1949 . 

2 10 these Rules Bourd " means the Central Silk Board consultuted 
by the Central Silk 3 Ach 1049 (Act No. LXI of 1948 ). 

8 . Thę following res relate to study louve only . They are not intended 
to meet the Oilbe of persone doputed to other countries at the instance of 
Government and / or Board oither for the performance of special duties impoged 
on them or for tho investigation of specifio problems connected with their 
duties . They are also not intonded to cover the QANed of persona seleoted by 
the Board for any special course of instruotions , unless they happen to be 
Bourd employees and fulfil the other conditions ( 5 prescribed in the rules . 

4 . Extra leave on bülf averuge prly for the purpose of study leave may be taken 
either in or outside India . Study leave shall not ordinarily be granted to 
employees of Board of less than five years permanent service or to an employee 
of the Board within three yours of the duto of his retirement. 

5 . The grant of study leave shall be made with due regard to the exigencies 
of work in the Board . In 10 CABO ghall the grant of thig leave , in oomblna 
tion with leave other than extmordinary leave or leave on inedical certifioate , 
involve an absence of over 28 nonths from a Board employee s regular duties 
or exceed two years in the whole period of a Board employee s serviçe , nor 
should it be granted with such frequenoy us to remove him from oontact with 
his regular work or to cause cadre diffioulty owing to bis absence on leave . A 
period of 12 months at one time should ordinarily be regarded as a suitable 
maximun , and should not be exceeded save for exceptional reasons . 

B . An emplove of tbe Board whose study leave is combined with any 
other kind of leave should be required to take his period of study leave at such 
at time is to retnin , at its conclusion , balance of other previously sanotioned 
lante guftioient to cover the period spent in returning to duty , 

7. When : Bourd employee bas been granted a definite period of study 
leave and find subsequontly that his course of study will fall short of the 
gauctioned period to any considerable extent, his absence from duty should 
be reduced by the excess period of study leave unless he is allowod to take it 
118 Ordinary leave. 

8 . A study allowance shall be grunter for the period spent in proseouting 
a definite course of study at n l ecognised institution or in any definite tour of 
inspection of any speciul class of work , ns well as for the period oovered by 
Any examination at the end of the course of study . The rates of study 
Allowance shall be determined on the basis of the rates fixed by Government 
of Indit from time to time for its employees for study in the United Kingdom , 
United States of America and on the continent of Europe and also in Japan , 
China Ol 1111 ! ollier country as may be considered necessary . The rates to be 
grantes jor - tudy in other countries , including India , will in each case be 
Apocially cousidered by the Boor rl in consultation with the Government of 
Indin . 121 01 CUBA will hubsistonce allowance he granted in addition to study 
Allowan00 und ordinarily travelling Allowances will not be paid but in exoop 
tiosu ! clums will be considered on their merits by the Board . 
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? . Study allowance will be adınibsible up to 14 days for any perlod of 
190ation . A period during which a Board employoe interrupts bis course 
for his own convenience cannot be considered on vacation , Study allowance may 
be given at the discretion of the Board for any period up to fourtoon days at 
one time during which a Board employee is prevented by sickness duly certified 
by # modioal practitioner from pursuing the banotioned course of study . In 
the case of a Board employeu retiring from service without returning to duty 
after a period of study leave the study allowanco will be forfeited . The study 
leave of the Board employee will be converted into ordinary leave to the ortant 
of ordinary leave admissible under the rules of the Board standing to his 
credit at the data of retirement. Any balance of the period of study leave 
mentioned above whioh cannot be so converted will be exoluded in rookoning 
sarvloe for Contributory Provident Fund . 

10 . Employees of the Board granted study leave are ordinarily requtrod to 
meet the cost of fees paid for courses at study. In exceptional caror the 
Board will be prepared to consider propogals that such fee should be paid by 
the Board 

11 . On completion of a course of study & certificate on the propor form 
together with certificates of examinationg pagged or of special study , which 
should show the dates of commencement and termination of the course , with 
any remarks by the Instructor , shall be forwarded to the Board . The study 
allowance will be payable in tho manner to be prescribed by the Board form 
time to time on olaims supported by proper certificates of attendance . 

12 . Study leave will count as Borvice for promotion , Contributory Provident 
Hund but not for leave . It will not uffoot any leave which may already be due 
to a Board employee . It will count as extra leave on helf average pay and 
will not be takon into account in reckoning the aggregate amount of leave on 
biulf average pay taken by the Board employee towards the maximum period 
wimingible under the rules of the Board . . 

18 . During study leave u Board omployee will draw half average pay 0.8 
udmissible to Government servants of corresponding status in terms of Rule 
25 (2 ) of the Central Bilk Board Rules . 

14 . All applications for study leave shall be referred to the Standing 
Committee of the Board for sapotion . 

Contral 811k Board Contributory Provident Fund Rules 
In oxercise of the powers conferred by Rule 28 ( 4 ) (i) of the Central Silk 
Bourd Rules 1949 , the followling Ryles have been made by the Contral Bilk 
Board with the approval of the Central Government namely : 

1. (i ) The Rules may be called the Central silk Board Contributory 
Provident Fund Rules. 

(i ) These Rules shall be deemed to have come into force from the 1st April, 
1949 . 

2 . In these Rules 
( a ) “ Board " means the Central Silk Board constituted by the Central 

Bilk Board Act 1948 (Act No . LXI of 1048 ). 
(b ) “ Chairman " means the Chairman of the Board . 
(0 ) " Standing Committee " means the Standing Committee of the Board . 
( d ) " Secretary " means the Secretary of the Board for the time being , and 

shall include an Acting Secretary . 
(0 ) " Act" means the Central Silk Board Act 1949 ( Act No. LXI of 1948 ). 
(1) " Fund " means the Central Şilk Board Contributory Provident Fund . 
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(8 ) " Fainily ” meuns : 
(i) in the case of a male subscriber, the wife or wives and children of the

Provided that if a subscriber proves that his wife has been judioially

33 . Constitution and Management of the Tund . The fund shall be admini. 
stored by the Secretary and sha]} be maintained in India in , rupees . 

4 . (1) These Rules shall apply to every employee of the Board , who : 
( n ) has been adinitted hefore these Rules came into force to the benefits 

of ii special or Contributory Provident Fund maintained by Govern 

ment, except the State Railway Provident Fund , or 
(b ) is required by these Rules or permitted to subscribe to the Fund . 
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Provisions of sub -rule ( 1 ), subscription to the Fund ghall 
be coinpulsory on all Board emplovoes who are in receipt of a basic salary ex 
cending Rs. 90 /- per month , excopt in such cases as inay be specifically excluded 
by the Board on the ground that the employee is not likely to remain in ber 
vice for threo years ; 

Provided that a temporiry employee whoso term of employment in the first 
instance is for less than three years may be permitted by the Chairman to 
subscribe to the Fund on the understanding : 
* ( i) that the Bonrd s contribution and interest thereon will be provisional 

in the first instance and in the event of the employee s services 
being terminated for any reason whalgoever within three years 
of the commencement thereof, will be liable to be completely 

withheld , and 
( ii) thot, subject to the above modification , he shall be bound by these

(3 ) If an employee of the Board adinittted to the benefit of the Fund was 
previously ?! subscriber to a Government or Semi-dovernment ( except State 
Railun v ) Contributory Provident Fund , the amount of his subscriptions in the 
Contributory Provident Fund , together with interest thereon , shall be trang . 
Arred to his credit in the Fund with the sanction of the Standing Committee .

ing the subscriber , the right conferred upon that nominee shall pass 

to sub other person as Inily be specified in the nomination ; 
( b ) that the nominatia shall become invalid in the event of the happen 

ing of a contingency specified therein ; provided that if at the time 
of minking the nomination the subscriber has no farnily , he shall 
Tirovicle in the nomination that it shall become invalid in the event 

of his subsequently acquiring a family .

(ii ) contributions made wider rule 10 by the Board to his account; 
(11) interest, 09 provided by rule 11 , on subscriptions ; and 

( iv ) interest, us provided by rua 11, on contribution . 

7. Conditions and Ratos of Subsoriptiona .. . (1 ) Every subscrther shall sub 
scribe monthly to the Fund when on duty or foreigu service , or on deputation . 

(2 ) A sub - criber may , at his option , not subscribe during leave. 

( 8 ) The subscriber shall intimate bis election not to subeorite daring loute 
in the following manner:
